REFUSAL TO GRANT INCREASE WILL 


PROBABLY RESULT IN A STRIKE 


Kail River, Mass, Nov. 3.—The wage 


situation here has resolved itself into one 
of expectation and a little anxiety on 
the part of the labor'element and busi- 
ness men generally as to the result of 
this afternoon's meeting of the mill men 
who are members of the Manufacturers' 
association. As matters now stand the 
condition's nray be summed up in the 
question: "Will the manufacturers ac- 
cept the recommendations of the special 
committee or not; and if they decide to 
refuse the request of their employes for 
an increase of wages," what will the at- 
titude of the labor element be?" 


Should the manufacturers ask for a 


postponement until the beginning of the 
new year, business men here have gome 
hopes that the operatives may be in- 
duced to wait until then for an increase 
in wages; but if the manufacturers re- 
fuse point blank to grant the increase 
the result to the business interests of 
Fall River ie greatly feared^^Buslness 
men expect, in caee 'of a refusal of the 
demand, that a great strike will be the 
result, and it is very certain that they 
will exert all their influence to the end 
that this may be prevented*. 


Labor leaders are, perhaps, the least 


disturbed by the existing state of af- 
fairs. Upon them will rest the largest 
share of responsibility, for lh«ir word is 
usually accepted by the major portion 
of their organizations. H they recom- 
mend that the decision ot the manufac- 
turers, in case the request is not com- 
plied with, be opposed, it is quite likely 
that a big strike will be on here. If the 
manufacturers ask for a postponement 
of the increase in wages tar a few 
months and the labor leader* endorse 
this recommendation, it is- also very sure 
that the employes will await patiently 


until the enc of the period of probation. 


The members of the Textile council 


are not, hoover, talking' about the fu- 
ture; they are living in the present and 
confidently awaiting the'result of the 
deliberations of the Manufacturers' as- 
sociation. Their confidence comes from 
the fact that they believe their argu- 
ments for an increase are unanswerable, 
and they cannot understand how the 
mill men can refuse to grant their de- 
mands. 


A large stockholder in Fall River mills 


made the following statement last even- 
ing: "There is no doubt what action the 
manufacturers will take. Tlie current 
quotations show for themselves that the 
existing margin does not warrant any 
advance. What the future will bring, 
neither manufacturers or operatives can 
say, aad a permanent increase in-eha cost 
of labor cannot be ma3e on the strength 
of future possibilities. At the exi.stiag 
•jnargin the operatives are- being paid at 
A very fair rate." 


A well-known business-man thinks that 


tite talk about a. syndicate taking charge 
of the local mills gave the operatives a 
better insight into the financial condi- 
tion of the mills. Previous to the syn- 
dicate offers there had been plenty of 


j talk by mill men concerning the poor 
outlook for the cotton-cloth industry of 
this city, but when it came to parting 


, with their holdings it was found that 
they valued tn*'? gharee too much to 
pairt with them. This was what started 
the agitation for the increase in wages. 


Following the receipt nf the reply of 


the manufacturers, the Textile council 
will come together and1 take prompt 
action upon it. They may assemble this 
evening if the decision is raceivedi in 
time for calling a meeting at that time. 
All the arguments are in, and it is the 
Manufacturers' association which must 
move next.

Manila, Nov. 3.—Aguinaldo has issued 


a proclamation announcing that the 
American congress meets in December 
to decide whether "the imperialist pol- 
icy" and "this bloody work" are to be 
continued. 
He exhorts his soldiers to 


conduct themselves so that congress will 
consider them worthy of independence, 
and requests me priests to abstain from 
politics, and to redeem the church from 
the bad name the misdeeds of the friars 
fcave given it. 


A crisis in the Filipino cabinet is pre- 


dicted, aa the result of the resignation 
of Paterno and Buencamino, two Fili- 
pino leaders, who have lost the con- 
fidence of the rabid revolutionists. 


Some Filipinos, who attempted to come 


to Manila with the Spanish commission, 
received a message from, General Otis 
saying the women and children would 
be given American protection, but that 
the men who had cast their lots with 
the insurrection must remain with it. 
The party included the brother of Gen- 
oral Luna, who was assassinated by the 
guard before Aguinaldo's house, with 
hla family and the Filipino secretary of 
the treasury's family. The families re- 
turned to Tarlac. 


Lieutenant Slavens, re*onno!t&ri'is 


with 18 m^n in front of Angelas discov 
ered a Filipino outpost in a trench. The 
Filipinos numbered about 40 men. 
As 


the Filipinos had sighted the Americans 
Lieutenant Slswens' only course was to 
charge, and his party rushed the trench, 
shooting and yelling. They killed three 
of the insurgents, and wounded several, 
who, however, succeeded in escaping. 
Not one of the Americans was hit. The 
lieutenant secured valuable information 
about the enemy's position. 


Tne Americans occupy Iloilo and tue 


adjoining towns of Jaro and Molo, with 
4000 men, consisting of th« Eighteenth 
and Twenth-sixth regiments, two bat- 
allions of the Nineteenth regiment, a 
detachment of the Sixth regiment, and a 
battery of the Sixtih artillery. 
The in- 


surgent force is now supposed to be be- 
tween- 3500 and 5000 armed men, and 
many more unarmed. 
Their lines are 


about 800 yards from Jaro, which is oc- 
cupied by the Twenty-sixth regiment. 
The insurgent* are supposed to have 
five smooth-bore cannon.

time past they have been building 
trenches between Jaro and their strong- 
hold, Santa B«i: bara. eicht mtles north.

Washington, Nov. 8.—The Philippine 


commission yesterday submitted to the 
president the preliminary report which 
it had promised to prepare. It appears 
to be a conuract summary of conditions 
on the islands as the commission left 
them; of the historical events which* pre- 
ceded the Spanish war and led to the 
original Filipino insurrection; of the ex- 
changes between Admiral Dewey and the 
other commanders and the insurgents; 
the breaking out and progress of the 
present insurrection, an'd, finally, a state* 
men! of the capacity of the Filipinos for 
self-government. A notabie feature of 
the report is a memorandum by Admiral 
Dewey explanatory of his relation* with 
Aguinaldo. 


The commission tells briefly how it 


conducted the task entrusted to it. 
Turning to the history of the islands, the 
commission attaches little' Importance 
to the divers^ rebellions, which had pre- 
ceded that of 1886. 
As 'to this move- 


ment, they .decla're-that it .was 'in no 
sense an attempt to win independence, 
hut solely to obtain relief from intoler- 
able abuses, and-the-commission gives 
evidence to sustain thie statement. Al- 
lusion is made' to the powerful Kat- 
ipunan society, patterned on the Masonic 
order, and mainly made up of Tagalos, 
as a powerful revolutionary force. 


The war begun in. 1896 was .terminated 


by the treaty of Biash-na-Bate. 
The 


Filipinos were numerous, but possessed 
only about 800 small arms. 'The Span- 
ish felt that it would require 100,800 men 
to capture their stronghold, and con^ 
eluded to resort to -the use of money. 
Certain concessions were decided upon. 
Governor General Rivera was willing to 
pay $2,000,000 (Mexican) when Aguinaldo 
and his cabinet and leading officers ar- 
rived at Hong Kong. It appears, how- 
ever, tihat Paterno only offered the lat- 
ter $400,000, $200,000 to be paid when Ag- 
uinaldo arrived at Hong Konjf, and the 
balance wh«n the •Filipinos'had delivered 
up tfieir arms. 
The arrangement was 


not acceptable to the people, and the 
promises were never carried out. Span- 
ish abuses began afresh. 
Hence spor- 


statement that he intended to get pos- 
session of the arms to attack the Ameri- 
cans. Further evidence of the hostile 
intentions of the Filipinos was found in 
several instances. 


A brief chapter then tells of the lack 


of success attending- the effort mad* at 
this time by General Merritt to arrive 
at a mutual understanding with Agum- 
aldo as to the intentions, purposes and 
desires of the Filipino people. This 
brings the story up to the outbreak on 
the evening of Feb.- 4, with the attack 
upon the American troops following the 
action of the.Nwbraskan sentinel.

.' The commission, in concluding this 
chapter, eays: "After the^-landlng of 
our troops Aguina.ldojnade up hls.mipd 
that it would be necessary to fight the 
Americans, .and after the making of the 
treaty of peace at Paris this Determina- 
tion was sttengtbened.' Deplorable as 
war is, the one'in which we are now en- 
gaged was unavoidable by us.' We-were 
attacktd by a bold! adventurous and en- 
thusiastic army. No alternative was left 
to us, except ignominous retreat. It is 
not to b« conceived of that any Ameri- 
can would have sanctioned the surrender 
of Manila to the insurgents'. Our. obli- 
gations to other nations and, to the

our flag d*inand«d thai .the force should 


rbe met by force. Whatever the future of 
\he Philippines may be there to no course 
open to us now except the prosecution of 
the war until the insurgents are reduced 
to submission.

Factory Closed by Strike. 


Halifax, Nov. ».—The weavers of the 


Halifax cotton factory are on strike, th* 
work being entirely suspended. The. 
strikers say their wages have been cut 
almost one-half. The managers claim 
the employes are unable to earn as much 
as before on account of new and stiff 
looms, but that when they become ae- 
eustomed to the new machinery they can 
earn as much money a* ever.

The report then tells how General 


Augustine came to Manila as governor 
general at this juncture, and war broke 
out between Spain and the United States. 
Augustine sought to secure the sup- 
port of the Filipinos to defend Spain 
against America, promising them au- 
tonomy, but the Filipinos did not trust 
him. 
Then came'the first of May and 


the destruction of the Spanish fleet by 
Dewey, with the resulting loss of pres- 
tige to Spain. Then, in June, Aguinaldo 
came. 
On this point the commission 


gives the following memorandum, fur- 
nished by Admiral Dewey; 
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"On April 24,1898, the following cipher 


dispatch was received at Hong Kong 
from B. S. Pratt, United States consul 
general at Singapore: 'Aguinaldo in- 
surgent leader here. Will come Hong 
Kong, arrange with commodore for gen- 
eral co-operation insurgents Manila, if 
desired. Telegraph. Pratt.' 


"On the same day Commodore Dewey 


telegraphed Mr. Pratt: 'Tell Aguinaldo 
come- soon as possible,' the necessity for 
haste being due to the fact thar the 
squadron had been notified by the Hong 
Kong government to leave those waters 
by the'following day. The squadron left 
Hong Kong on the morning of the 25th 
and Mirs Bay on the 27th. Aguinaldo 
did not leave Singapore until the 26th, 
and so did not arrive in Hong Kong in 
time to have a conference with the ad> 
miral. 


"It had been reported to the commo- 


dore as early as March 1 by the United 
States consul at Manila and others that 
the Filipinos had broken out into insur- 
rection against the Spanish authontyln 
the vicinity of Manila, and on March 39 
Mr. Williams had telegraphed: 'Five 
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thousand rebels armed in camp 
city. Loyal to us in case of war.' 


"Upon the arrival of the squadron at 


Manila it was found that there was no 
insurrection to dpeak of and it was ac- 
cordingly decided to allow Aguinaldo to 
come to Cavlte on board the McCulloch. 
He arrived with 13 of his staff on May 
19 and immediately came on board the 
Oiympia to call on the commander-ln- 
chlef, after which he was allowed to 
land at C'avite and organize an army. 
This was done with the purpose of 
strengthening the United States forces' 
and weakening the enemy. No alliance 
of any kind was entered into with Aguin- 
aldo nor was any promlae of indepen- 
dence made to him then or at any other 
time." 


The commission's report then rapidly 


sketches events now historical. It tells 
in substance how the Filipinos attacked 
the Spanish and how General And?r<on 
arrived and Aguinaldo, at his request, 
moved from Cavlte to Baccor. 
commission: 


"JNOW for the first time arose the idea 


Of national independence. Aguinaldo 
Issued a proclamation in which he took 
the responsibility of promising It to his 
people on behalf of the American gov- 
ernment, although he admitted freely in 
private conversation with members of 
his cabinet that neither Admiral Dewey 
nar any other American had made any 
such promises," 


The report etates that Aguinaldo 


wished to attack the Americans when 
they landed at Paranaque, but was dc- 
terred by lack of arms and ammunition. 
'From that point on there was a growing 
friction between .the Filipinos and the 
American troops. "There were no con- 
ference*," says the report, "between the 
officers, of (be Filipinos and our officer*, 
with a view to operating against the 
Bpanlsrfls, nor was there co-operation 
of any kind. * * • There never wa*. 
any preconcerted operations or any com- 
bined movement by the United States 
and Filipinos against th* Spaniards."

Having given so much attention to the 


island of Luzon, the commission then 
takes up, in detail, the conditions In the 
other islands. On this point It is stated 
that the rebellion ie esentially Tagajog, 
and that when it ends in Luzon it must i 
end throughout the archipelago. "The J 
only island, apart from Lusjoii, where i 
serious trouble threatens la Panay/to j 
which a considerable force of Tagalog i 
soldiers was sent before the outbreak of 
hostilities. 
Many of the Vlsayans of [ 


this island are opposed to the Tagalogs, 
however, and it ia not believed that the 
latter can make a formidable resist- 
ance." 


The efforts at conciliation with Agui- 


naldo and his various commissioners are 
set forth in detail. These commissions 
were assurred of the beneficent purposes 
of the United States, and the president's 
readiness to grant the Filipino people 
as large a measure of home rule and a» 
ample liberty as was consistent with the 
ends of the government, "subject only 
to the recognition of the sovereignty of 
the United States," a point which, be- 
ing established, the commission Invari- 
ably refused even to discuss." 


The chapter devoted to "capacity for 


self-government" ia the result, the re- 
port states, of diligent inquiry for sev- 
eral months. 
The moat striking, and 


perhaps the most significant, fact in the 
entire situation is- the multiplicity of 
tribes inhabiting the archipelago, the 
diversity of their languages (which are 
mutually intelligible) and the multi- 
farious phases of civilization—ranging 
all the way from the highest to the 
lowest." 


Concerning the intellectual capacities 


the commission says: 
"Aa to the gen- 


eral intellectual capacities of "the Fil- 
ipinos the commission is disposed to 
rate them high. 
But, excepting- In a 


limited number of person*, these capac- 
ities have not been developed by "edu- 
cation and experience. 
The masses of 


the people are uneducated.' That in- 
telligent public opinion, on whieh'pop- 
ular government rests,-''does' not exist 
In the Philippines." 
The report shows 


that this inability for self-government 
is due to the old Spanish regime, which 
gave the Fillpnos little or no 'part In' 
governing themselves. 
' ' ^ ' 


As to the state of'affairs'when tha 


commission left, the report says:' Be- 
fore the commission left the Philippine*' 
nearly all the Inhabitants had returned 
to these ruined villages.' Many Of tne 
houses bad been1 rebuilt. 
Fields that 


had lain fallow for three years' were 
green with growing orops. 
Municipal 


governments had been established, and 
the people, preferred by our troops, were 
enjoying peace, security and a degree of 
participation in their own' government 
previously unknown in the history of the

Montreal, Nov. 3.—Eight members of 


the Scotsman's crew, accused of stealing 
the passengers' property, were honor- 
ably discharged yesterday. The judge, 
however, considered that the arrests 
were Justified on account of the rumors 
prevalent, which were found to have 
been grossly exaggerated. Four more 
cases remain to be disposed of. Onl> 
two have been found guilty so far.

was interested.

GEN, WHITE IS CRITICISED 


For Allowing Boers to Lead 


Him Into a Trap 


London, Nov. 3.—Little light Is thrown 


on the actual situation by the news at 
hand today. 
The magnitude of Mon- 


day's fight, however, is more than ever 
evident. 
Virtually three actions were 


raging simultaneously, but it is obvious 
that the intention to roll back the Orange 
Free State troops was not achieved. • 


The war office has informed the As- 


sociated Press that a report has been re- 
ceived from the governor of Natal, an- 
nouncing that 
communication with 


Ladysmith has been interrupted since 
2:30 yesterday afternoon. 
This Is riot 


regarded by the war office, however, as 
in any wise confirming the rumor of a 
complete investment of Ladysmith or Of 
the capture of Colenso. 


Little light is thrown on the actual 


situation by the news at hand today.

According to another dispatch, the 


naval brigade at Ladysmith has mount- 
ed four more gun« from Durban. 


General White has cabled the war office 


that in the engagement on Farquhar's 
farm, near Ladysmith, on Oct. 30, w'hen 
Lieutenant Colonel Carleton's column 
was compelled to surrender, six officers 
were killed and nine wounded. Among 
the non-commissioned officers and men 
the casualties were 54 in killed and 231 in 
wounded. General White promises a 
list of the missing later. 


As to the Immediate prospect, little can 


be added to what has already been said. 
Great reliance seems to be placed on the 
services to be rendered bjr the heavy 
naval guns, said to be three in number, 
now at Ladysmith, and It ie hoped that 
by neutralizing the effect of the heavy 
French guns of the Boers the place may 
be saved or the necessity for a retreat 
averted. 


The extreme reticence "f the British 


war office statements of the progress of 
the campaign from the start is calcu- 
lated to throw doubt on the information 
given out. The fact that General Buller 
has hurried from Cape Town to.Natal In 
sufficient proof of, the gravity of the 
•ituatlon; and the dispatch from Eng- 
land of so large a force 'of artillery as

Discussing the technical questions 


raised by White's report of the disaster 
to Carleton's column, there will be 
marked diversity of opinion respecting 
the responsibility for it, and the genera! 
conduct of Monday's operations. Theie 
will be complete agreement respecting 
the large share which the mules had in 
determining the fortunes of the day, but 
there will also be a suspicion that therp 
were Boer hands behind the boulders 
which rolled down the hill and caused 
the fatal stampede. There will also be 
general assent to the proposition that 
the Boer tactics were brilliant, and tha: 
White was completelyoutmaneuvered. 


Joubert, having provided an objective 


point1' tor the British center, abandoned 
the hill, where the guns had been fired, 
an* lured White on mile af t«r mile with- 
out offering battle. Joubert finally op- 
posed the British right with a consid- 
erable force, and drew off the center to 
support It. Meanwhile he had thrown a 
flanking'column "between the main body 
and the left wing, and had concentrated 
an overwhelming1 force against Carle- 
ton's men, who had lost their ammuni- 
tion and guns. 


These masterly maneuvers were ren- 


dered possible by the remarkable mobil- 
ity of-the Boer forces, which consisted 
mainly of mounted infantry. In this 
way two battalions without a train and 
a, battery without guns were hopelessly 
entrapped, while White's army was led 
far afield.' Military writers will not be 
of onp mind respecting the necessity for 
the offensive "movement which ended so 
disastrously. 
White 
evidently 
had 


planned a- general battle, although it 
turned out to be hardly more than a re- 
connaissance in force for the British 
center and right. This is plain from 
White's admission that Carleton's force, 
instead of covering the advance of the 
main body, was sent to Nicholson's Nek 
for the purpose of turning: the enemy's 
right flank. Hardly any military critic 
will consider that White, after ordering 
the evacuation of Glencoe, and concen- 
trating his army at Ladysmith. was 
justified in isolating a body of 1500 men. 
He clearly hoped to bring or. a general 
engagement and to turn the enemy's 
flfttik at the right moment. 


Whether he was justified in hazarding 


an attack is regarded as an open ques- 
tion. 
Comparing the various accounts 


published, It ta made perfectly plain that 
at one mofhent during the fighting— 
that at -which the three infantry bat- 
talions of the centre column were sent 
Ur re-enf ore's the right, when one of its 
brjgades under Colonel Grimwood pre- 
cipitately fell back on Us Artillery—the 
centre column lay at the mercy of the 
Boers, and the retreat of the right might 
have been cut Qff.

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LATE PARIS FASHIONS

ARIS. Oct. 14.—October days are 
bringing out many sober tints in 


1. 
millinery and garments. The au- 


tumn and winter coats, with their long, 
flopping skirts, are showing the various 
tints of color contained in the October 
leaf, and. consequently, the autumn 
woman presents a sober and dignified 
spectacle after all the chromatic effects 
to which we have been treated in rai- 
ment. 


The new capes are not very different 


from those worn last year. Long, 
short and thi-ee-quarter length are 
used, but they are tighter on the shoul- 
ders and fuller in the flounce. 
I hear on very good authority that 


•able is to be the fur of the season. 
As sable is beyond the means of many, 
there is a very good imitation in the 
shape of marmot, which looks rather 
more like mink than sable, and an en- 
tire cape of which can be purchased 
for 100 francs, or about $19.

WAT back in the middle ages 
Pope Boniface IV piously set 
aside the first day of November 


to celebrate the conversion of the great 
Pantheon at Rome, one of the wonders 
of the seven hills, into a Christian 
place of worship. On that day he de- 
clared all saints, who had not other- 
Wise a special day set aside for them, 
were to be honored, and so the day 
began by being All Hallow day. The 
evening before was called All Hallow 
even. But, could the good pope have 
foreseen the heathenish superstitions 
and rites that day was to -be responsi- 
ble for, he would doubtless have conse- 
crated it to prayer and fasting and 
penance instead of to the feasting and 
rejoicing that he did. 


The superstitions that cluster about 


the day are, most of them, relics of old 
h(«B.then holidays celebrated about the 
came time. The old Romans about this 
date, and with many similar traditions, 
kept the feast of Pomona, Stores ap- 
propriated for use during the winter 
were freely offered to the goddess and 
were partaken of by those celebrating, 
hence the use of Halloween apples and 
nuts and pumpkins is explained. 


The Saxons had a feast about the 


•ame time, so the missionaries found it 
easy to transform the heathen harvest 
feast into the Christian day of AH 
Saints.

If one would have a healthy digestion 


and sweet breath, one must take care 
of the teeth, for if tjiese be neglected 
they will decay, and digestive troubles 
will follow from inability to masticate 
food properly. 


Mothers seem to think that the care 


of the first teeth may be neglected, for, 
as soon as they'decay tbey fall out and 
are replaced by others. It is true that 
the milk teeth, as the first are called, 
have not to last many years, but that 
is no reason for not taking care of 
them. 'Indeed, wise mothers give their 
little ones toothbrushes and see that 
they use them, for they know that the 
healthier a child's mouth is kept the 
less prone it is to disease, and that it 
is a distinct advantage to keep its first 
teeth free from decay, net only for the 
sake of present comfort, but because 
the decayed milk teeth infect those of 
their successors which ar« first to ap- 
pear, and when once the mischief has 
begun it is very difficult to stop. 


Quite little children can learn' the 


use of a toothbrush, and morning and 
evening "toothbrush drill" should form 
a part of the regular nursery routine. 
The mother should give each of the lit- 
tle ones a soft toothbrush and show it 
how to use it. Tho cleansing can be 
done at the same time by all the lifctle 
people when once the art is mastered, 
the mother or nurse supervising. 


If the mother is unable to superintead 


the "drill" herself, she should inquire 
whether it has been done, and fre- 
quently look into the little mouths to 
see that the teeth aie well kept. A 
good and suitable wash is made of ta- 
ble salt in water; eight grains to an 
ounce of water is about the right 
amount. 


Have the children's teeth examined 


by a dentist once in six months, and, 
if need should arise, lat the teeth be 
filler! at once. Bad teeth often eause 
disease, and tha decay of the first 
teeth hinders the eruption of their suc- 
cessors.

Tke apples for jelly niade aecoraing 


to the following recipe are better if not 
quite ripe, and small f-ruit can be used, 
but it must be quite sound. Wash the 
apples and dry them, then weigh them 
and cut them up i*to quarter* without 
removing the peel or cores (provided 
that tho latter arc not decayed), and 
put the fruit into a preserving pan with 
some cold water, allowing a quarter of 
a pint to each pound of apples, and th« 
grated peel oC one "lemon and let 
the fruit simmer until it is redwxxfi to 
a pulp. 


Pass the pulp through a sieve 


heat it gradually in a clean preserving 
pan and add crushed loaf sugar (whipli 
has been heated in the or»n) in the pro- 
portion of one pound to every original 
pound of fruit. Stir until tha sugar 
has melted and then let the preserve 
boil gently, stirring it from time to 
time, until it will set firmly on cooling. 
If sweet apples are used, the strajned 
juice of ene lemon to every tjvo pounds 
of fruit will be an improvement. Tha 
jelly may be left yellow er it may h* 
colored. green or red; when it has eeol-

HEcKm.E¥>S POMCl JCSTIFIED 


The moat Important document of the 


year Is the preliminary report of the 
Philippine commission just Issued. It 
la unanimously signed, having attached 
the signatures of President Jacob E. 
Schurman, Admiral George Dewey, 
Colonel Charlea Denby and Professor 
Dean C. Worcester. The report clears 


' the air, and, particularly, places Ad- 


miral Dewey where the whole country 
may find him. There Is little if any- 
thing new In the report. Most of what 
it contains has already reached the 
America** people. But the commission- 
era do the people great service in pre- 
senting the matter in the present com- 
prehensive and authoritative though pre- 
liminary form. This preliminary report 
may be divided into these heads: The 
ante-war period, the right and duty 
of the United States in the Philippines, 
the rise and development of the idea 
of independence in the islands and the 
national character and ability for self 
gcverment of the Filipinos. 


Concerning the arete-war period the 


commissioners find no Insurrection of 
consequence prior to 1896 and the insur- 
rection arising about that time had not 
independence for its object. It was 
directed against abuses which Spain 
proposed to abate, according1 to her dec- 
larations, after she had succeeded in 
securing the capitulation of Aguinal- 
do and his generals for a money con- 
sideration. From this time nothing of 
consequence happened until the break- 
ing' out of the Spanish-American war. 


The right and duty of the United 


States in the Philippines Is based on 
the United States sovereignty in the 
island and the obligations that de- 
volved upon this country when 
the 


power of Spain was destroyed in the 
Islands. As to relations with Aguinaldo 
it is emphatically declared that no 
promise was made him and no alliance 
entered into with him, that whatever 
lisa was made of him was made as an 
emergency use in a state of war. There 
•\vas no insurrection at Manila when 
the squadron arrived. 
Agrumaldo ar- 


rived later, -was allowed to land and 
then he organized his forces. No con- 
certed action against the Spanish ever 
took place or was planned by the com- 
bined United States and Aguinaldian 
force. 


The Filipinos attacked the Spanish, 


General Anderson arrived and Agum- 
aldo at Anderson's request moved 
from Cavite to Bacoor. It was then 
•that the idea of independence arose 
Aguinaldo 
proclaimed 
independence 


and planned to fight for it. Previously 
he wanted to loot Manila and get the 
arms and ammunition there. 
Then 


came the period when the American 
troops and Aguinaldo were face to face 
awaiting the ratification of the treaty. 
General Merritt failed in his attempt, 
through a commission, to arrive at an 
understanding with the Filipinos and 
Aguinaldo WPS determined to make 
war. He would not declare ^yar openly, 
but he "excited everybody by claim- 
ing Independence." The memorable at- 
tack on the American outposts took 
place and the commission says: 


"Deplorable as war is. the one in 


•which we are now engaged was un- 
avoidable by us. We were attacked by 
a bold, adventurous and enthusiastic 
nrmy. No alternative was left to ua 
except ignominious retreat. It is not to 
be conceived of that any American 
would have sanctioned the surrender 
of Manila to the insurgents. Our obli- 
gations to other nations and to the 
friendly Filipinos and to ourselves and 
cur flag demanded that force should be 
met by force. Whatever the future of 
the Philippines may be, there Is no 
course open to us now except the prose- 
cution of the war until the Insurgents 
mre reduced to submission. The eorn- 
fnteslon Is of the opinion that there has 
been no time since the time of the d««- 
ftructjon of the Spanish fleet by Dewey 
Hvhen It was possible to withdraw our 
forces from the islands, cither with 
honor to ourselves or with safety to the 
Inhabitants." 


>. SB* commission, therefore, seea that 


I the national honor and the aafoty of 


the people of the Philippine* demanded 
the same course of action It finds al- 
so that the right* of other nation* in 
the Philippines demanded the same 
thing, and It cannot see but that with- 
drawal or surrender would have been 
a national dishonor and a shirking of 
a weighty responsibility. There was 
anarchy in Manila. • Incendiary flres 
were nightly occurrences and life and 
property were ot safe. Now life and 
property were not safe. Now life and 
ernment is surely If slowly being1 estab- 
lished throughout the Islands. Of this 
return to ways of peace and social de- 
velopment the commission has much 
to say and sees many signs of promise. 


The people of the Philippines are not 


a nation. There is no public opinion In 
the islands on which government must 
rest! There is nothing there but a 
heterogeneous people. Some are deadly 
enemies of others. 
The people even 


need to be taught the use of the suf- 
frage. 
Experiments of purely local 


self- government under the American 
flag proved to be failures because of 
the impossibility of prominent leaders 
to agree among themselves and be- 
cause the people had almost no Idea 
of thinking and acting for themselves 
and expressing their will by their votes. 
But when an American was placed In 
control experiments in fuller and freer 
government were successful. The pre- 
liminary report concludes: 


"As to the general intellectual capa- 


cities of the Filipinos, the commission 
is disposed to rate them high. But ex- 
cepting in a limited number of persons, 
these capacities have not been devel- 
oped by education and experience. The 
masses of the people are uneducated. 
That intelligent public opinion on 
which popular government rests does 
not exist until education has elevated 
the masses, broadened their intellectual 
horizon and disciplined their faculty of 
judgment. And even then the power of 
self-government cannot be assumed 
without considerable previous training 
and experience under the guidance of 
an enlightened and liberal 
sovereign 


power. For the bald fact it that the 
Filipinos have never had any experi- 
ence in governing themselves."

It 
means that the engineer has worked 
her up to the point where she can use 
every ounce of steam; that he's coaxing 
her as a jockey urges his mount in a 
fierce race, and yet it means that he is 
ready at a second's notice to move the 
reversing lever and apply 
the 
air 


brakes that will stop the mighty steam 
avalanche within the distance that it 
coversi as it stands on the tracks.—• 
Earl W. Mayo, In the November Alns- 
lee's. 


Mr. McCarthy'* on John Boyle O'Reilly 


Perhaps as interesting pages as any 


are those devoted to John Boyle 
O'Reilly, whose romantic career has 
probably become pbscure for'many 
readers. Whether, indeed, he was the 
"most charming man on the American 
continent" must, of course, remain In 
doubt; but it is quite certain that few 
of Mr. McCarthy's countrymen have 
ever come to us under such remarkable 
circumstances. O'feeilly, 'ft will be re- 
membered, had been a private in the 
British army; and, while thus serving, 
he had been connected with the abor- 
tive Fenian uprising. As he was a fav- 
orite with his superiors, his death sen- 
tence was commuted to transportation 
for life to Western Australia. Here he 
escaped and took refuge with a savage 
tribe, whose chief he managed to fas- 
cinate. He persuaded his new friends 
to put him on a raft or boat, and trust 
him to the mercy of the Pacific. He was 
picked up by a New Bedford vessel, 
reached Boston, became a Journalist 
and editor, and died a rich and famous 


man. 


With a country In which a career as 


O'Reilly's has been always possible, It 
it only natural that such a man as Mr. 
McCarthy should be In almost entire 
sympathy. As a matter of fact we have 
had few more genial visitors than he. 
Reading his pages, one is tampted to 
forget that only two generations have 
elapsed since the days of Mrs. Trollope 
and Dickens. And Mr. McCarthy was 
our friend long before the recent rap- 
prochement. Of course, as an Irishman, 
he had fewer prejudices to overcome 
than an Englishman would have had; 
but when all allowances are made he 
must rank among th« most 
sympa- 


thetic of the foreigners that have vis- 
ited us. It is even necessary to discount 
some of the pleasant things he says 
about us; but it Is by no means nec- 
essary to discount his sincerity. Nor 
Is sympathy such as his a trivial mat- 
ter. It does any people good to have 
their great men gtnerowily appreciated 
by foreign criltcs; and iuoh generous 
critics ahe usually HbarslUing forces 
In ih*lr,nfciav« countries.-Chapters Uk* 
Mr. McCarthy's may not add much to 
our knowledge, although wnw, like th*t 
on Brigham Youtig, will doubtless be 
found Interesting By many -Americans; 
but they surely promote international 
comity, and In tholr'smiU way prepare 


for the adrent of tfc»t tytyld State 
which la M yet bat the drea|b of phil- 
osophers and poets, which is alto, In 
reality, the distant goal of the race of 
men. 


"We may conclude, M we begin, by 


laying strew upon the remarkable 
scope of these volumes, their general 
interest, their urbane and charitable 
tone, the light they throw upon English 
character, 
and their service to the 


cause of international comity. Theyare 
fully worthy of the notice they have 
already attracted—more worthy than 
the average "boogr of the hour" ia wont 
to be. They deserve a better fate than 
to be read merely with the Idle curiosity 
of those who are always seeking some 
new thing, or longing to be brought in- 
to even remote contact with notabili- 
ties— especially of foreign extraction. 
They deserve to be read on account of 
their moral tone, on account of thei spirit 
of charity that pervades them. They 
may or may not be of much service to 
serious students, present or future; but 
the prime test of a book Is Its service 
tj men and women—not to students. 
Mr. McCarthy's book stands this test 
well."—"Mr. McCarthy's Reminiscen- 
ces," by Prof. William P. Trent in the 
November Forum. 


A Great American fcens Maker

"The National Magazine" has this to 
say of the famous American lens 
maker: 


"Alvan Clark was born in Astofield, 


Mass., March 6, 1S04. He had four 
children—two daughters and two sons'. 
This family were mechanics of the first 
grade. Even while a student at An- 
dover, George, the eldest son, became 
interested in optical work. The father 
and sons seemed to havei common in- 
terest In intellectual and mechanical 
pursuits, and about 1850 the firm of 
Alvan Clarke & Sons was> founded. 
Their place of business was Cambridge- 
port, Mass. The unquestioned superi- 
ority of their lenses soon attracted the 
attention of scientists, 
and 
several 


large lenses were ordered and sent to 
Europe. 
Up to-1861, one of eighteen 


and three-fourths inches aperture was 
the largest then constructed, and is 
now located 
at Evanston» 111. 
The 


construction of this glass and its result 
deeply stirred the astronomical world. 
The next advance in size was one of 
twenty-three inch aperture for the 
Princeton university. 
A few years 


after thla, a lena of 26-inch aperture 
was made for the United States Naval 
Observatory at Washington."

the hero of the whole nation, the typ- 
ical American. This is far better and 
will assure hitn a stronger and safer 
place in history than to be the suc- 
cessful leader in any political campaign 
or Identified with anything less than, 
the national character.—Gunton's for 
November.

Dr. L. D. Woodbridge of 


Williamstown 
Dieo of 


Heart Disease Today 


A PROMINENT EDUCATOR 


Professor in Williams College and 
leader in Original Research. Inde- 
pendent and Fearless in Expres- 
sion of Convictions, and an 
Earnest Student of Science 


Dr. Lucius D. Woodbridge, a profes- 


sor in Williams college and one of the 
best known physicians in the state, 
died very suddenly at his home In Wil- 
liamstown this morning at 11.30 o'clock. 
He was as well as usual yesterday and 
last evening, and was not taken ill till 
about 7 o'clock thia morning. It was 
believed to be nothing serious until 
about U o'clock. Then Dr. Mather was 
Bent for, and on arriving found Dr. 
Woodbridge unconscious. He died half 
graduation, teaching in Roberts col- 
sciousness. The cause was angina 
pectorls. 


This sudden death was a surprlee 


and shock to the entire town and to 
this city, where Dr. Woodbridge was 
well known. He bad not been in poor 
health, and few knew that he had any 
heart trouble. 


Luther Dana Woodbridge was born 


in Perth Amboy, N. J., December 27, 


1850. 
His family was of English de- 


scent, and had taken a prominent part 
in the educational and religious life 
of the country since coming to Amer- 
ica. Ris father and grandfather were 
associated in educational'work in Perth 
Amboy. where they conducted a largely 
attended seminary. 
• 


The boy Lucius received his early 


education from his grandfather, and 
was graduated from Williams college 
in the class of 1372, taking high honors. 
He spent some time abroad after his 
graduation, teaching In Roverta col- 
lege, Constantinople, returning to be- 
come instructor of gymnastics in Wil- 
liams. After a jear here, he studied 
in the New Tork college of physicians 
and surgeons, bem» graduated with 
honor. He then took positions in 
' Roosevelt and Chambers street hospi- 
tals in New Tork city. The next year 
he spent in study in Europe. 


In 1881 he located in New York city, 


where he practiced^ for three years. 
During tfcat time he, was appointed lec- 
turer in hygiene at Williams, and in 
1884 waa called to the chair of anatomy, 
physiology and hygiene, which positoin 
be has held since, making his home in 
Williamstown. He has also practiced 
aa a physician in WllUamstoiwn. 


In 1879 he married Miss Abigail Mar- 


vin Mather of the 'Mather family in 
Williamstown, - and to survived by his 
wife and three children. Homer Ed- 
wards, Williams 1902, Benjamin Ma- 
ther and Elizabeth, Dana. Woodbridge. 


In addition to hla duties aa profes- 


BOT, Dr. Woodbridge took prominent 
rank along the line of original research. 
In 1894 he wasappointed lecturer in the 
college of physicians and surgeons in 
Boston, which position he held until 
bis death. 


He waa ex-oresiden.t of the North 


Berkshire and Berkshire district medi- 
cal societies, a member of the Massa- 
chusetts state medical 
society, the 


American Medical association, and the 
American academy,of medicine. 
He 


waa prominent during the O'Nell trial 
as evidence for the state and in a last 
effort to introduce further evidence Just 
before the execution. 


Dr. Woodbrodge was a man who will 


be much missed in Williamstown. His 
profession, his connection with the col- 
lege and hla interest in the affairs of 
bis town gave him prominence, and he 
was well known by all classes and re- 
garded as a conscientious and upright 
man and good citizen. 


He was a man of much independence 


in thought and action, and in town af- 
fairs or other matters he never hesitat- 
ed to state his views clearly and 
strongly whether they accorded with 
the popular view or not 


He had been for many years identi- 


fied with the First Congregational 
church of Williamstown and took an 
active interest in its work, and he was 
also much Interested in the work of the 
White Oaks chapel, which was estab- 
lished, years &go through the efforts of 
the late Professor Albert Hopkins of 
Williams college. 
He was a genial 


and sociable man, a hard worker, and a 
man who was very fond of scientific 
study and Investigation, fits death Is 
a loss to the community in which he 
lived and a blow to his family which 
will bring them the sympathy of all.

Bend— Other SpeclM Needed. 


Uncle Sam has just decided to insti- 


tute a veritable Noah's ark of livo wild 
beasts la Washington. He is arrang- 
ing to assemble ou a large reservation 
northwest of tho .'ity a congress of .the 
animal families 01' the entire world. 


Smithsonian naturalists have been 


lately engaged upou u repetition of Fa- 
ther Adam's task of enumerating and 
classifying the specleg. Tlie state, war 
and uavy departments are mulling coy- 
lea of the list of species to our diplo- 
matic, consular, military and naval rep- 
resentatives in lands far and u<jar, with 
instructions that they uegotlato for the 
capture and transportation to Wash- 
ington of as many separate specie!; as 
can be captured, suya the New York 
Herald. Full instructions as to boxing 
the aulnmls and feeding them en route 
are being mailed with the lists. The 
scheme was conceived by S. P. Lang- 
ley, secretary o'f the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution, father of the nation's new zoo, 
with the practical aid of Dr. Frank 
Baker, its superintendent. The reser- 
vation contains 166^ acres. 


Africa will contribute most exten- 


sively. The gorilla, which is desired 
more than any other creature of either 
hemisphere, will be hunted here. A 
good specimen of chimpanzee Is also 
wanted. It is believed that but one 
species of this animal now exists, but 
the chimpanzee will be less difficult to 
capture than the gorilla. Efforts will b# 
made to complete a collectloa of ex- 
cellent .baboons and monkeys. 


The African giraffe Is put upon the 


special list of animals most desired, 
and emphasis is placed upon the fact 
that he has almost ceased to figure in 
American and European menageries. 
He must be hunter7, in, equatorial Afri- 
ca and Abyssinia. One cause of his 
g'iarcity Is the fact that of all animals 
he is the most difficult to stalk. His 
long neck constitutes an observation 
tower, giving him a view of his foes 
long before they can see him, hidden 
In the thick- jangle. The true zebra is 
also among the African animals es- 
pecially desired. 


Our consular representatives are re- 


quested to procure the fast disappear- 
ing African buffalo, .once distributed 
south of the equator. 
Perhaps the 


most hideous of the hundreds of crea- 
tures wanted from Africa is the wart 
hog. A nfane of long bristles covers 
his spine. Below his savage tusks he 
wears a growth of long, white whisk- 
ers. 
His eyes, high Jn his. bead and 


with elevated corners, are made more 
devilish by long, black brows and 
lashes. He derives his name from an 
added adornment of huge, fleshy warts 
behind his eyes and along his nose. 


Other interesting and valuable quad- 


rupeds to be sought -m Africa are a 
strange species of skunk, tamed by the 
natives as ratters and mousers; the 
north African ichneumon, which feeds 
on lizards, snakes, rats and other pests 
unpopular with humanity, and there- 
fore paid divine honors by the ancient 
Egyptians, and the aark vark, or Afri- 
can ground hog, 


The list prepared for officials in the 


new possessions indicates that expan- 
sion of our animal kingdom will be 
elaborately illustrated at the national 
zoo. A manatee, or "sea cow," is bad- 
ly wanted from the West Indies. This 
creature is sometimes 20 feet long, has 
skin like the gray elephant's and fans 
his food Into his mouth with long bris- 
tles on his nose. The agouta, wanted 
from these same islands, ia a long 
legged, catlike bug eater. The Cuban 
hutla, also listed, is a' huge tree rat. 


Officers in the Philippines are asked 


for the "specter," carabao, tamarau, 
flying lenjur, biuturong and many other 
freaks. 
Th» "specter" of the super- 


stitious native is diminutive and squir- 
rellike. Ilis staring eyes appear to 
wear huge Chinese spectacles. Upon 
his wlrellke fingers are cushions like 
the suckers upon the feet of the tree 
frog. 
He is nocturnal and insectiv- 


orous. The carabao is a small water 
buffalo, wild but tamable. 
When do- 


mesticated, he refuses to work unless 
allowed a daily mud bath of two hours. 
The tdtnerau, a similar species, Is more 
ferocious. He refuses to eat during 
captivity, and usually starves from 
stubbornness. The biuturong is a long 
tailed wildcat. 


From Asia and adjacent Islands the 


fayal and gaur, species of huge East 
Indian wild cattle; the cheetah or hunt- 
ing leopard, a long legged wildcat with 
little head, combining the speed of tho 
dog and sneaking instinct of the cat, 
domesticated for 'hunting doer and an- 
telope in inaccessible mountain coun- 
try, and the tapir, that peculiar, long 
snouted combination of hog and rhi- 
noceros, are particularly wanted. Asia 
is expected to supply also many species 
similar to those of Africa, besides 
tigers, leopards, three species of wild 
rhinoceros, black apes ond monkc-ys. 


From Central and South America are 


wanted more than others the sloth, 
jaguar, ant eater, armadillo and spec- 
tacled bear, the last named— found 
only in the highest mountains of Chile 
and Peru— being so called because of 
grotesque markings about bis eyes. 
Our consular representative* In Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and adjacent is- 
lands are asked to furnish the great 
kangaroo, wallaby or dwarf kangaroo, 
Wtunbat, duckbill and Tasmanlon dev- 
il. From New Zealand alone will be 
obtained, If possible, the kiwi, a very 
odd bird, the owl parrot and {he hid- 
eous tuatara lizard. •

cultural Society at 


Annual Meeting 


FORMING A STOCK COMPANY 


And Changing Date of Fair to be Dis- 


cussed. Action of the Executive 


Committee In the Matter. 


Meeting November 21 


The annual meeting of the Hoosac 


Valley Agricultural society will be held 
Tuesday, November 21, at 11 o'clock in 
St. Jean Baptiste hall. This meeting 
will be one of especial .importance, as 
in addition, to the election of officers, 
the question will come up of changing 
the time- of holding the annual fair, and 
of changing the present organisation 
to a stock company. 


This plan has been brought up in the 


executive committee before, but after 
discussion it has been, dropped in for- 
mer years. The paitia! failure of the 
fair this year, however, resulting from 
the stormy weather which prevailed at 
the time, has caused the matter to be 
revived as reported in the Transcript 
at the time, and the executive comrnit- 
fee has decided to present the matter 
of changing the time of holding the fair 
to an earlier date', when pleasant 
weather IP more likely to be expe- 
rienced. The most effective \\ay in 
which to do this is to form a stock 
company. This \\ould free the society 
from the dictation of the state board 
of agriculture, which at present sets 
the dates, and would also allow more 
latitude in the conduct of the fajrs. 


A stock company would run the fair 


on a purely business basis, and as it has 
done in many cases, would undoubted- 
ly result in a more successful ex- 
perience in this city. 


The executive committee has decided 


to present the matter to the society in 
the'form of the following vote: "To see 
if the society will give up the present 
organization, form a stock company or 
corporation, and sell the property now 
owned by the society to the new com- 
pany or corporation." 


It is expected that this proposal be- 


fore the society will bring out a very 
large attendance and a good deal of 
discussion. The matter has been talked 
of a great deal, and many of the most 
earnest workers for the good of the fair 
hope that the society will decide to take 
the action proposed. 


In addition to this,- the' society will 


elect officers and alsi» a delegate for 
three years to the state board of ag- 
riculture.

Rubbsr Shoe Prices 60 Do 


Rubber botoe and shoes advanced 5 


per cent in cost Wednesday, making a 
total advance of about 20 per cent, since 
the formation of the* big rubber trust 
in the spring. Mackintoshes anu other 
rubber goods were advanced 10 per 
cent in September, though most people 
are just now discovering the increase. 
The advance is explained by the manu- 
facturers and wholesale dealers by the 
statement that prices prevailing before 
the organization of the trust were al- 
most ruinous owing to the fierce com- 
petition. 


This week'n slight advance, coming at 


the beginning of the season when rub- 
bers are almost necessities to all who 
venture out on the street^ will be felt 
with some severity.

of rubbers somewhat. Retail dealer* 
»y they make n» mor» than under 
former prices, and are only passing 
along the advance which the wholesale 
dealers inflict on them. The schedule 
of prices as now established 10 likely 
to remain through the winter, though 
in the spring a further advance may be 
made.

Growing System of Mi k Delivery Op. 


poted by State BaerJ of Health 


Many of the V>cal milkmen now use 


glass bottles in which to deliver their 
milk, and the custom is a growing one 
which Is widely appreciated by the 
consumers of the city as far" better 
than carrying the milk in cans and 
pouring it into receptacles provided by 
the consumer. 


It will surprise many, therefore, to 


know that the state board of health, 
after cosidering this system of milk de- 
livery, have expressed their disapproval. 
Physicians throughout the state are 
said Lo opobe the system, and in some 
instances condemn it. The Springfield 
board of health have been investigat- 
ing the subject in that city, and have 
made some startling disclosures. 


A number of abuses of the system 


have 
been reported 
in tliat'oity.

er's house and refill them, regardless 
of their condition as to cleanliness, and 
deliver the bottles to other customers 


Early one morning a milkman was 


seen to stop his cart under an electric 
light and fill some bottles taken from a 
house, from a can. He smelled of each 
bottle before pouring the milk into it, 
but of course had no way of knowing 
whether the bottles had been properly 
cleansed. 


The milk dealers claim that they 


thoroughly clean their bottles before 
using them, but the examples cited 
make it apparent that all of them do 
not use that degree of care that should 
be exercised. The board of health are 
not prepared to say that the transfer 
of bottles from one person to another 
in this way has contributed to the 
spread of diphtheria or other diseases 
but say it might do so, and do not 
consider the bottle plan a desirable 
one. 


Customers often use bottles in their 


possession 
for other purposes 
than 


holding milk and if when returned to 
the dealer they are' at once refilled from 
a can there is certainly a possibility 
of the spread of a disease, should ill- 
ness exist in the family from which the 
milk bottle was taken. 


Another point raised is that bottles 


cannot be as thoroughly scalded as tin- 
ware without danger of breakage. 


OPPOSING TROLLEY EXTENSION 


Remarkable Reasons Given in Lenox 


For Objecting to Pittsfield Line 


The cottagers and residents held a 


mass meeting this week for the pur- 
pose of learning the sentiment of the 
people of Lenox on the proposed "in- 
vasion of the trolley from Pittsfield. 
The meeting was attended by about 50 
of the leading citizens of the town and 
many of the leading cottagers were 
present. 


The sentiment of the meeting was 


unanimously against the trolley. The 
speakers pointed out that the trolley 
would be a drain on the people of Lenox. 
It was opposed to their thrift and sav- 
ings. It would create expensive habits 
of the young and would draw money 
out of Lenox in every channel. Cot- 
tagers would place their estates in the 
market. There would be a falling off in 
the number of cottagers and visitors. 
It would spoil the driving on the high- 
ways, which is the principal pleasure 
of tne cottagers. 


It was pointed out that 'it was di- 


rectly antagonistic to the interest of 
the workingman. it offered competition 
for the cheap labor of Pittsfield to com- 
pete with" the Lenox man. Living was 
cheaper in Pittsfield and the working- 
man could work in Lenox and live in 
Pittsfield at lower wages than the Len- 
ox villager receives. 


In spite of the fact that the meeting 


was open for all to talk no one spoke 
in favor of the road and not an argu- 
ment was advanced in behalf of the 
trolley. 


It is said that a large fund will be 


subscribed to contest or lobby if nec- 
cessary against the invasion to Lenox 
of the trolley. 


CAVING IN OF A DITCH 


Subject of Trial in Superior Court. 


Local Cases Heard Today 


The entire day of the superior court 


sitting at Pittsfield yesterday was oc- 
cupied with the suit of Constant Von- 
thrin against Daniel C. Cowhig of 
Lenox, who was a sewer contractor in 
that town last year. The plaintiff said 
he was at Vork on a ditch nine feet 
deep, when Cowhig, who was foreman, 
ordered him to go a foot lower. He 
said the banks were not shored up for a 
distance of forty feet between himself 
and the pipe layers. When the em- 
bankment caved in Vonthrin had his 
collar bone broken and says he could 
not work for four months. A fellow 
workman was also buried by the dirt. 


There were several witnesses for the 


defendant, who testified that the ditch 
was only about six feet 
deep and 


shored/up with planks and 
braces. 


They said that on the previous day 
Vonthrin knocked out some of the sup- 
ports because they interfered with his 
work. The case went to the jury at 5 
o'clock. They were out until a late 
hour and returned a sealed verdict this 
morning.
